WASHINGTON.—Here is a p lay-by-p lay ac­ 
count of what went on behind-the-scenes in 
the now historic rebuke ol General M acArthur 
by President Trunian. 
First inkling that M acArthu r had sent 
a 
message to the Veterans of Foreign Wars on 
the 
delicate 
question 
of 
Formosa 
came 
on 
Thursday, Aug. 24, when Carlton Kent of the 
Chicago Su n-Times queried Roger T ubby , State 
dep artm ent p ress relations office, as to whether 
the M acArthu r statement had been cleared by 
the State dep artment. 
Tu bby p assed the query on to the While 
House and the Defense dep artment, found that 
neither had either seen or heard of the MacAr­ 
thu r statement. It had been sent direct to news­ 
p ap ers in a p ersonal letter on Aug. 21 with a 
release date for Aug, 28. This was in direct 
v iolation of the White House directiv e laid 
down during the famous Henry W allace-Jimmie 
Byrnes row, after which it was decreed that 
no statement on foreign p olicy could be p u b­ 
lished by any official without clearance. 
President Tru m an himself did not see the 
M acA rthu r statem ent until Satu rday, Aug. 26, 
du ring a conference scheduled to hear the re­ 
p ort of Nav y chief Admiral Forrest Sherman 
and Army chief General Joe Collins, following 
their retu rn from Tokyo. 
At this conference, Av erell Harriman handed 
the President a cop y of the M acArthu r state­ 
ment. Harriman, who is p art owner of News­ 
week magazine, had obtained t a cop y of the 
p ress release. 
H a rrim a n Ha s E xpla in ed 
H arrim an told Tru m an that he had carefully 
exp lained American p olicy to M acArthur du r­ 
ing his recent v isit to Tokyo and that there 
was no reason 
for his misunderstanding it. 
Actually H arrim an’s trip was largely insp ired 
by Mac A rthu r's urge to occup y Formosa with 
American 
troop s 
and 
his 
much-p ublicized 
hand-kissing v isit to Madame Chiang Kai-shek. 
It was felt that Harrim an could dip lomatically 
exp lain 
that 
the 
United 
States 
must 
work 
through the United Nations in regard to For­ 
mosa and that if the United States got em­ 
broiled in any conflict with China the Korean 
war would then last indefinitely. For the Chi­ 
nese Communists would hav e an excuse to 
p our troop s into Korea. 
Tru man read the M acArthu r statement and 
hit the ceiling. W ithout asking Secretary Ache- 
son or any others p resent for their op inion, he 
directed Setretary of Defense Johnson to order 
M acArthu r to withdraw his statement. 
“I am charged with the sole resp onsibility 
for the conduct of ou r foreign p olicy.'’ he told 
those in the room. “There can only be one 
v oice of au thority in exp ressing that p olicy 
We can’t hav e two, or three or ten p eop le 
acting as official sp okesmen. This is a fu nda­ 
mental rule. 
*Tn the case of Formosa, we cannot act u n­ 
ilaterally,” the President continued. “We must 
continue ou r efforts through the United Nations. 
*Tf we let the M acArthur me.ssage go u n­ 
challenged ev ery dip lon\at throu ghou t the world 
will believ e—desp ite our denials—that MacAr­ 
th u r was really sp eaking for the White House. 
The dip lomats will be conv inced we’re floating 
a trial balloon. No dip lomat would ev er imagine 
M acArthu r would p resume to make such a 
statement without the direct au thority of the 
White House.” 
Ca ble to M a cA rthur 
The cable which Secretary Johnson imme­ 
diately disp atched to M acArthur read p retty 
much as follows: “The President of the United 
States directs that you immediately recall your 
statement addressed to the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars containing your v iews i^garding F'or- 
mosa. Your statement is not in accord with 
the established foreign p olicy of the United 
States as enunciated by the President.” 
At this writing no rep ly has been receiv ed. 
Though Secretary Johnson has agreed with 
M acArthu r on Formosa and once worked back­ 
stage to ov errule the State dep artment on For­ 
mosa, other high military men in the Pentagon 
building now take a different v iew. This holds 
tru e of many in both the Araiy and Nav y. 
M a c A rth u r O nce B a nn ed Formosa 
In fact. Nav y strategists are now recalling 
that du ring 1944 the Nav y wanted MacArthur 
to occup y Formosa as a step toward bombing 
.J apan and that M acArthur was v igorously op ­ 
p osed. 
Plans for taking oxer Formosa were worked 
out in great detail by Admiral Nimitz in 1944 
and ap p rov ed by the joint chiefs of staff in 
Washington. But MacArthur, who was deter­ 
mined to liberate his old lov e, the Philip p ines, 
ov erru led them. 
Chief reason, howev er, that U.S. military men 
disagree with M acArthu r on Formosa is that 
the joint chiefs of staff are now among the 
eagerest p eop le in Washington to ax'oid any 
conflict which would cause Chinese troop s to 
be sent Into Korea. 
If Chinese troop s stay out of Koi'ea, there 
seems to be a p retty good chance the w ar will 
be ov er early this winter. But if the Chinese 
p ou r their v ast hordes into Korea, the war 
could last almost indefinitely. 
On top of this, U.S. intelligence rep orted 
v itally im p ortant information to the joint chiefs 
of staff last week—namely that Mao Tse-Tung 
and ex-Foreign Minister Molotov were at odds 


ov er Korea and Formosa. Molotov has been 
urging Mao, according jjo this information, to 
interv ene in Korea ana also inv ade Formosa, 
bu t Mao has hesitated. 
These rep orts indicated that the rift between 
Russia 
and 
China 
was increasing, and that 
there might be some chance of p atching up 
relations between China and the United States. 
This information, of course, was not definite. 
No information out of China can be definite 
these days. But it seemed conv incing enough 
so that top U.S. military men are most anxious 
not to cause any fu rther rift with China now. 
Sup p orting this information is the fact that 
Mao had twice p ostp oned the date for a Chi­ 
nese inv asion of Formosa, and now has p ost­ 
p oned it a third time to Sep t. 15. 
If the Chinese Communists do send an ar­ 
mada of ju nks across the straits of F'ormosa 
and if hundreds of them are sunk by American 
airp lanes and n a \al v essels, the reaction in 
Chiba will be such that a Chinese inv asion of 
Korea is almost inev itable. 
Thus, the military men argue, we might be 
able to hold Formosa but be thrown out of 
Koi'ea. 
Sena tor Mor.se a nd Divorces 
A remark lilted out of context is causing 
Senator Wayne Morse, the p ep p y Oregon Re­ 
p ublican, more trouble than a House full of 
monkeys. 
At a hearing on the G.I. dep ehdency allot­ 
ment bill, which Morse was p ushing, he in­ 
sisted that in the few cases where men enlisted 
in the armed serv ices in order to get away from 
their families, the wife and children get allot­ 
ments a n y w a y . 
Howev er, a p ress association rewrite man 
p icked up this p articu lar item, made a lead 
story out of it, and the radio newscasters for 
about 24 hours p ut the Senator from Oregon in 
the p osition of accusing G.I.’s of enlisting to 
get away from family troubles. 
Actually Morse had emp hasized; “This typ e 
of case. I know, rep resents few cases, but hu ­ 
man natu re being what it i.s, and haxing this 
typ e case coming to my office, I want to be 
sure his wife and kids get the allotment.”

W.\SHINGTON — (NEA)— Increased Social 
Security benefits under the new law ju st p assed 
by Congress are not entirely free. They are p aid 
for by deductions 
from the emp loye's p ay, 
matched by an equal contribution from the 
emp loyer. 
The p resent tax is one and one-half p er cent 
on the first $3000 a year. The tax on the em­ 
p loye. in each case, is matched by an identical 
p ayment by the emp loxer. Starting in 
J a n u a r y 
the tax xvill be collected on the first $3600 
earned. 
The tax rate will go up to two p er cent on 
each worker and emp loyer in 1954: to two and 
one-haif p er cent in I960; to three p er cent in 
1965. and reach its p eak of three and one- 
qu arter p er cent in 1970. 
Some 
4,700,000 
self-emp loyed 
non-farm 
workers are now brought u nder the act lor the 
first time. But only self-emp loyed p eop le earn­ 
ing moi'e than $400 a year will be 
covered 
In all, nearly 45 million out of the 61 million 
p eop le noxv in the U. S. labor force will be 
eligible for Social Security cov erage after next 
Jan. 
1. Ex-ery emp loye cov ered 
would con­ 
tribute. at the most, $54 a year for the next 
three years. HiS emp loyer will contribute a 
similar amount. 
Now take a look at who will be eligible to 
receiv e Social Security benefits and \x*hat they 
amount to. First take w hat’s known for short 
as OASI—Old A^e and Surxiv ors Insurance— 
or in simp ler language, rertremenl p ensions. 
Any gox ernment-insu red worker can get this 
p ension xxhen he reaches age 65. This is no 
change from the old law. 
T erm s Libera lized for Widow's and Children 
Anyone between 65 and 75 can keep on 
working and still draw benefits if he earns 
less than $50 a month. Ov er 75, this limitation 
is remov ed. 
If a Social Security-insui'ed worker's xvife is 
65. she will get a p ension equal to half her 
hu sband’s p ension. 
If they hav e dep endent children 18 years of 
age or under, a p ension vxill be giv en to the 
XX iie, regardless of her age. The p ension for 
dep endent children will be three-fourths the 
hu sband’s p ension for the first child, half p en­ 
sion for other children. 
Widoxx's and dep endent wudoxvers, if 65 or 
ov er, xvill get three-fou rths of the p ension due 
the insured xxorker. Children of a deceased, 
insured worker and their mother xxill get p en­ 
sions equal to half the insured worker’s bene­ 
fit, as u nder the old laxx% but the terms hav e 
been liberalized. 
Dep endent p arents of a deceased worker will 
get benefits if there is no surv iv ing xxidow or 
child to receix*e them. This also is no change 
from the former laxxu 
But an imp ortant change is that lump -sum 
death benefit p ayments xxdll in the fu ture 
be 
gix'en to the surxuv ors of all insured xx'orkers. 
This lu mp -su m death 
benefit will be three 
times what is called the p rimary benefit. 
M a x im u m a nd M in im u m Prima ry B enefits 
The p rim ary benefit is calculated as folloxx’s: 
First the xv orker’s av erage monthly wage is 
calculated for the p eriod he has been cov ered 
by OASI The p rim ary benefit is then calculated 
as 50 p er cent of the first $100 p er month of 
axerage w*age, p lus 15 p er cent of the next 
$200 p er month av erage xx'age. 
The maximum p rim ary benefit would thus 
be half of $100, or S50: p lus 15 p er cent of 
$200, or $30. Total, $80 p er month. This would 
be for a xxwker xxith one and a half years or 
more of insured emp loyment under the Social 
Secur ity * S.X-stem. 
The minimum 
p rimary benefit is changed 
under the new law to $25 a month, unless the 
ax^erage monthly xx-age is le.ss than $35. The 
minimum is then graded down to $20 a month 
for the ax'erage monthly xx*age of $30 or less. 
Because the requirements for cov erage are 
more liberal u nder the new law than u nder the 
old, it may ap p ear that there are tw^o w*ays 
to calculate the p rim ary benefit. But the new 
laxx^ p rov ides that in ev ery case, the bene­ 
ficiary shall be p aid the higher rate.
